the subject of organic union is at 
present undecided, yet the matter 
of co-operation between the Pres- 
“| byterian and Methodist churches 
of Alberta, for the purpose of pre- 
venting overlapping in missionary 
operations, has come to a practical 


issue, which will have the effect of 


a vital and important bearing in 
the couutry places, villages and 
towns in Alberta of such a far- 
reaching effect that very few 
people at present are fully aware 
af, that is, of the people attending 
these two churches, that we take 
this opportunity of publishing 
some of the particulars relating to 
the above, so as to give our read- 
ers some idea of what this co- 
Operation may mean to many 
towns and villages, ’ 

At a meeting of the joint com- 
mittee (appointed by the heads of 
these two churches in Alberta), at 
Knox Church, Calgary, the 1rith 
of last January, the following plans 
and principles were unanimously 
adopted as a basis of co-operation 
on the part of the Presbyterian 
and Methodist churches to pre- 
im missionary 


I. That the principle of co- 
Operation so as to prevent need- 
less overlapping be fully recogniz- 
ed, and that the detailed work of 
applying this principle to the vari- 
ous fields be delegated to local 
joint committees (known as Dis- 
trict Committees), as hereinafter 
provided for, consisting of two 
ministers and two laymen from 
each church, to be appointed by 
the present joint committee 
(known as the Provincial Commit- 
-jtee), The Superintendents of 
Missions of both churches shall be 
ex-officio members of all District 
Committees, 

Note—We define overlapping 
as being a condition in a city, 
town, village or rural community 
where either or both churches are 
receiving support from the mis- 
sionary funds, and where in the 
opinion of the District Committee 
one of the churches can adequate- 
ly supply the need, 

Il, A denomination shall be 
considered to have charge of a field 
when it has had a missionary 
regularly in charge of such field 
for a period of three months con- 
secutively ; and this claim shall be 
surrendered when the denomina- 
tion has left the field without regu- 
lar supply for a continuous period 
of nine months, 

IIf. Before either denomina- 
tion shall undertake new work in 
either an old or a new field, the

The young fellows and girls who 
frequent the sixpenny dancing halls 
in the East End make no attempt to 
disguise their intentions.
